feeling” reached its climax: the 
production of Up the Down Stair- 
case. Audiences and castalike will 
never again see a drama quite 
the same, a play that will standin 
St. Bernard’s memories for years 
to come. 

Up the Down Staircase is a 
play about a high school class 
andthe school’s teachers and ad- 
ministration. While the cast 
members ranged from freshmen 
to seniors, the play put them all 
into one class, Miss Barrett’s En- 
glish class, Room 304. Through- 
out the rehearsal period, the im- 
portance of grade diminished 
enormously. Old acquaintances 
and new ones flourished and age 
was a factor in disregard. Up the 
Down Staircase held the cast’s 
interest and held the class to- 
gether. 

No matter howmuch the cast 
liked the play, it was not easy to 
perform. First ofall, there are sev- 
eral sections that are were 
dubbed the “Suggestion Box 
Scenes.” They usually involved 
the whole cast, in which a char- 
acter would stand up in one of 
three windows, give a few lines 
and leave. The characters had to 
take turns, one after the other, 
and they had to alternate win- 
dows at the same time. It sounds 
complicated-- and it was. It took 
forever to figure out who said 
what in which window when. If 
the cast was too fast with their 
popping up and down, the whole 
section became a confused 
jumble; butifthey were too slow, 
the section became boring. “Sug- 
gestion Box Scenes” quickly be- 
came that onesection everyshow 
has, the section that has to be 
repeated in rehearsal until it can 
be recited backwards. 

Another difficulty to over- 


come was the memorization of 
lines. Ask anyone who has ever 
memorized anything nonmusi- 
cal over three pages long, and 
they will most likely tell you that 
it is not an easy thing to do. The 
more the play was practiced, the 
more each scene became vaguely 
familiar, but no particular scene 
stood out in distinction. It was 
hard to remember which class- 
room scene was which, or which 
“Suggestion Box” section it was. 
Of course, memorization prob- 
lems were solved in time for the 
first night’s production, and all 
was well. 

Maybe the element of Up the 
Down Staircase that made the 
playso meaningful was the cast’s 
deep involvement in their own 
characters. Not one out of the 
twenty-seven cast members just 
stood and recited their lines. 
They delved into the characters 
using motion, facial expression, 
and tone of voice. What would 
Harry do when this happens? 
How would Joe Ferone talk to a 
teacher? Questions like these 
evolved so far that the cast even 
created costumes for their char- 
acters. (What would Elizabeth 
Ellis wear?) The members of the 
cast who made up the class of 
students learned to react in uni- 
son, with precision. The mem- 
bers who played adults learned 
to exaggerate the formalities of 
life and to make the audiences 
ask, “What is really important?” 

After months of memoriza- 
tion and repetition, after sign 
painting and set construction, 
the cast knew that the play was 
extraordinary. The production 
opened to an overwhelmingly 
appreciative full house. The 
evening whizzed by in a snap, 
and it was all over before the cast 
had time to know it was real. 
When the curtain call was over, 
and the applause had died down, 
the cast looked at each other and 
screamed-- screams of joy, pride, 
victory, disbelief, and friendship 
that will forever bring tears tomy 
eyes.
